S WE were preparing this message to you, 
we wondered which is the problem most 
commonly afflicting people, the problem 
that to the largest number seems most difficult to 
solve. The answer that came to us was this: lone- 
liness, just plain, simple loneliness. There is the 
loneliness of people who are alone in a house all 
day, perhaps all night. There is the loneliness of 
people who live and work in groups of other per- 
sons, who have different interests, different tastes, 
different ways. There is the loneliness of those 
who do not hear well, of those who speak a lan- 
guage not understood by their neighbors. There 
is the loneliness of the person whose work requires 
such close attention that he has no time for normal 
sociability. 

In all these and other situations that we could 
mention people feel a sense of separation or isola- 
tion that is not good for their souls. Nevertheless 
for every kind of loneliness there is a cure avail- 
able. It is a cure requiring no equipment and no 
ability other than that which is at hand. 

The cure is a change of thought. In your life 
there have been things that were of no special 
consequence to anyone but you, some beauty you 
came upon unexpectedly, a bird song you heard 
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and never quite forgot, a snatch of gay or ex- 
quisite verse. You were alone, but you were lifted 
in heart, and for a second you felt one with ail 
life. A cure for loneliness is the cultivation of in- 
terest in life and in people, the cultivation of an 
awareness of the beauty and wonder of life that 
continually surrounds us. 

Whenever you read something and say to your- 
self, “Why, that is what I have always believed,” 
you feel less alone, for you realize that there are 
others who think and feel as you do. Whenever 
you read a poem and the thought expressed seems 
so familiar that it might very well have been 
your own, you are friends at once with the one 
who wrote it. As you affirm the thought of the 
writer you identify yourself with the beauty and 
the truth he felt when he wrote the words. 

Anyone who is able to read need never feel 
lonely, for he has entrance through the printed 
words into the very mind and heart of humanity 
itself. 

There is a great multitude of folk who have 
read or are reading these very words which you 
are reading. They are thinking with you. They 
have faith like your own. They pray as you pray. 
They speak the words that you call Truth just as 
you do, and if you wish you can have the joy of 
praying with them and for them. In a very real 
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sense these folk are your friends, and we are your 
friends. Together we constitute a multitude, you 
and they and we. When you read these words or 
the lesson in DatL_y Worn for today and give the 
thoughts place in your thinking, you are one at 
least for a time with the millions all over the 
world who are thinking these same thoughts. 

If we feel one with people in no other way 
than in faith, still we are one with millions. Peo- 
ple in every land have faith in God or a divine 
power or a supreme being. People in every land 
have faith that blessings will be theirs as a result 
of prayer and obedience to the teachings they hold 
to be true. In some deep and elementary way all 
praying folk are one in spirit. They are one in 
faith or in the act of having faith. Their language 
and types of worship may differ widely, but they 
have in common the all-important quality of faith. 

You may have read in Paul’s first letter to the 
people of Corinth, “I will pray with the spirit, 
and I will pray with the understanding also.” This 
we do. We pray with the spirit, and in spirit we 
are one. Our understanding may differ from that 
of others, but we pray first of all with the spirit. 
It is the spirit that giveth life. 

Can you be alone when your faith is one with 
the faith of millions whose prayers are at this 
very instant united with yours? Can you be so far 
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from all the world when you are praying with the 
same spirit, with the same feeling of reverence, 
in the same attitude of mind and heart, and in the 
same expectation of good as men and women all 
over the world? If you feel lonely, remember 
them, send them a blessing, and feel the sense of 
companionship you will experience. 

Remember that if you seem to be one person 
alone in a world of busy people who have other 
interests and other thoughts, still the spirit within 
you is one with the spirit in each of them and in 
faith you are one. Every prayer you utter today 
helps you, and every prayer you pray in sincerity 
and faith helps all others. 

Perhaps you know Eliza Pittsinger’s “Song of 
the Soul Victorious,” but these lines will bear 
much thought and meditation: 

“Ye pilgrims of varied probations, 
Ye teachers and saviours of men, 

To your heaven-born revelations 
My spirit shall answer ‘Amen!’ ” 

We are of one faith, one spirit. We are God’s 
children, eternally one with Him, made in His 
image and after His likeness. His life is our life, 
His world is our home, His abundance is our 
supply. The air around us hums with His life 
made manifest in every living thing. The earth 
beneath our feet is the home of creatures of every 
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kind, all of which are the creations of the same 
power that gave us being and maintains our life. 
We cannot be forgetful of the Father in the world 
when we look about us. We cannot be unaware of 
Him when we contemplate the wonder of His 
life in us. If the only reminder we had were the 
beating of our own heart, we could still find 
enough wonder and mystery in that operation to 
cause us to know that God is with us, even in us. 

Your life is one with all the life in the world 
because it is the life of God in which you live, 
move, and have your being. You may think of 
your life as limited to your body, but in a larger 
sense you think of it as including all the things 
you think, the things you do, and the experiences 
you meet and the way you meet them. Your life 
is so wide that it reaches out and embraces the 
lives of all those about you, and beyond them 
the lives of countless others further and further 
out until it has no limit, no end. 

You need never feel alone again, for you are 
one in mind, and heart, and spirit with a multi- 
tude. You have friends without number, for who- 
ever shares your thoughts and feelings, whoever 
shares your love of beauty, whoever shares your 
love of Truth, is indeed your friend.
